Prussian TOccbanics.' 


LABOR AND WAGES IN THE HL.VL1T Off 


BISMARCK. 


From a late number of ChamberJt Jour- 


nal wo extract the following : 


" Compulsory 'education being- tne rule 


in Fatherland, the German, artisab has 
that much in his fav.or; yet his Englibh 
brother would not eare to change places; 
low wages and meagre diet sadly coun- 
terbalancing a little extra culture. Fif- 
teen shillings a week is very good pay in 
Prussia, as will bo seen from the tollow,- 
ing selections out of a long list of tho rates 
of -weekly wages in that country in 18G7: 
With board and lodging—tamers, kakere, 
saddlers, 4s. <H.; -watchmakers and jewel- 
ers, Gs.; shoemakers, 4s. 6d. to 7s. 6d.; 
tailors, («. to 15s. "Without board and 
lodging— compositors, 18*. ; goldsmiths, 
10s. to 34s.; glassmakers, 15a. to 18s.; pi- 
anoforte-makers, 17s.; masons -and car- 
penters, ..Us. Gi.; painters, pitmen and 
sniitlia, 12a.; factory hands, 10s. (id. to 
12s.; calico printers, IDs.; first-class nud- 
dlersat iron works, 243. In most cases 
twelve hours, and in many thirteen, go to 
the working day. "Women form more than 
a fifth of the factory operatives, and earn, 
comparatively good wages; but public la- 
bor brings its too frequent consequences, 
and the i'emalc operative hear a very indif- 
ferent character. As for hcams tresses and 
milliners, those who wo»k for commercial 
houses are, as usual, moat miserably paid; 
so miserably, indeed, that to live at all 
they aie compelled to eschew morality. 
" Tho wages quoted above are said to 


suffice thrifty men while single, and even 
leave aTnargm for saving; but to keep a 
family upon them, unless the mother at 
Least can contribute something towards the 
income, is out of the question; and those 
who know most about the matter, do not 
set the cost of a family at a very extrava- 
gant rate. Aocording to official calcula- 
tions, a man with a wife and three or four 
children cau provide food enough for al! at 
aa annual expense of £13, if he lives in 
the province of Prussia; in Poscn.it; would 
take double the amount, while in Pomera- 
nia it may be done for a littlo logs—that is, 
£11 10s. (in Neurode 9>£d. per diem is 
supposed to cover food, "fuel and rent) 
CerUinly tho Prussian dietary standard is 
aot a very high one, bread, vegetables, but- 
ter and milk being all thac is considered 
necessary ; meat, except perhaps on holi- 
days and Sundays, coming in the category 
of luxuries. The daily fare of a workman 
in the Bhenish provinces is set down a*= 
consisting of one pound of ryo bread, tw<i 
pounds of potatoes, iiu ounce of me;tt, half 
an ounce of salt, and oa sixth of an ounce 
of coffee.

"Nor can the Prussian be said to be 


imch better off "as concerns his lodgment; 
high rents, confined space?, littlo comfort 
and less cleanliness, being the rule 
throughout the kingdom. In the Jui-ge 
rowna, with very rare exceptions, artisans 
ire in lodgings; several families herd to- 
gether—sometimes as many as fifteen in- 
dividuals ^crowding into one small, low. 
dump room—a shilling a week a head bc-

A Wall Street King.

The "Wall Btreet kings rise and fall with 


great rapidity, and the operations of some 
of these kings form a moral which the out- 
side community might profit by. The 
eventful life of one of these kings hag been 
much discussed of late, in connection with 
recent events oa the Stock Exchange and 
iu the Gold Boom. A brief sketch of this 
gentleman may prove interesting to those 
of our readers who ana rusticating, and 
who are not familiar Trttli the inside work- 
ings of Wall street since th« present war 
excitement in Europe. In tie-early stages 
of our rebellion, a gentleman suddenly ap- 
peared upon, the scene of action in Wall 
street. He was a stranger to many, but 
not long a stranger in Wall street. He 
branched out rapidly, and soon, made his 
influence felt by lifiting pacific Hail out 
of the mire, and ho may be said to have. 
started that stock on its lofty flight to 350. 
The next great exploit of this genius was 
a "corner" in Hudson river stock, which

Oa the back 
of the certificate ie a series of interrogato- 
ries ivlncli the bride and bridegroom an 
supposed to answer and subscribe their 


es in verification. Some of the qneriec 
quite unnecessary, so far as obtaining 


a full record of the marriage is concerned, 
and it is easy to conceive would be rather 
emb-irrabsiug to a maiden just at that cli- 
macteric event of youth, romance and lore. 
Apart, however, from tho personal feeling* 
of the parties to the marriage, the form of 
certificate required is objectionable to th* 
clergymen, who will find it very inconTa* 
nictit to supply the details necessary to fill 
tho blank.
